lieal philonophera of lh* pait, and to 
intrude on your notice m few crude re- 
mark, of my own, for the parpoae of 
con nec ling the quotation* I wish to 
adduce in support of Mr. WfcirrwoKTF.'e 
!;rcat scheme fur framing a Colonial, upon 
the analogies of the riritith Conatitntion. 

H EnoiHiTra, in hi* 3rd Hook, sec SI, 
narrates that after she death of Cam . 
tftt&, the seen conspirator* held a 
Council respecting the nature of the 
fn" ore government of Pemia, on which 
occasion three nf the body expressed at 
length their ropectii-e opinions on tha 
three simple forms, of administration. 
He thus re pur U their debate. 

Utane* recommended a republican 
form of Government ; — *Mt dors not/' 
•aid lie, p aeem to me adviaah!G that the 
Uovernment of 1'cnia should hereafter 
be intrusted to any individual peipon, ihia 
brinjt neither popular nor wise. We all 
know the extreme length, to which the 
arrogance of Cambvue* proceeded, and 
nome uf ui bane felt its influence. How 
can that form of government possibly he 
good, in which an individual with im- 
punity may indulge his pjutsiom, and 
which is apt to transport even the best 
of men beyond the bounds of tenon? 
When a man, naturally envious attains 
greatness, he instantly becomes indolent. 
Iniolence and jen lousy ere tho diatin- 
u; 1 1 tatting pices of tyrants, and, when 
combined, lead to the mnpt enormous 
crimes. He who in pluced at ihe summit 
of power ought indeed to be a stranger 

10 envy; but we know by faUl experi- 
ence that the contrary happena. We 
know, also, that (be worthiest citucna 
« ile the jealousy of tyranU, who are 
pleased only with the most abanduned : 
ihay are ecer promp'. to listen to 
tho voice of calumny. IF we 
p«y them temperate respect, 
they Uke umbrage that we are not more 
profme in our attentions ; if the respect 
with which they are treated seem im- 
moderate, they call it adulation. The 
severest misfortune of all is, that they 
pervert the institutions of (heir country, 
ofTur violence to our females, pad put 
thuii* whom they dislike to death, wiUS- 
out the formalilies of justice: but a 
democracy, in the first place, heart tha 
honorable name of an equality ; the 
dinorders which prevail in a, monarchy 
cannot there lake place. The magistrate 

11 appointed by lot a he ia accountable 
for hi* administriliun ; and whatever i* 
done mutt be with the general consent. 
1 am therefore of opinion that monarchy 
should be abolished, and that, as every, 
thine; dependi os the people, * popular 
government should be established." 
ciucli were the sentiment* of Oiaapn. 

MKuanviua, however, was Inclined to 
an oligarchy : in favour of which he thus 
expressed himself ; " All that 0ns 1.1 
hus urged concerning the extirpation of 
tyranny mceti with my entire approba- 
tion . but when he recommends the 
supremo nuthorily to be entrusted 
to the people, he see mi to me la err in the 
extreme. Tumnlttiorti Assemblies oflhe 
people are never distinguished by wisdom, 
alwayr by insolence ; neither can any. 
thing be postibiy more preposlerouji than 
to liy fum the tyranny of an individual to 
the intemperate caprice of the vulgar. 
Whatever a Tyr.mt undertakes has the 
merit of previous concert an, deaigti ; 
but the [^ople are always rash and 
ignorant. And how tan they be other- 
pi *c, who am unini true led, and with no 
intern il sense of what is food and tight 1 
Destitute of judgment, their actioni 
resemble the violence of a torrent. To 
me, a democracy teems to involve the 
ruin of our country ; let ui therefore in. 
trust the government to a few Individuals, 
selected fur their talents ud their virtues. 
Let us constitute a part of time our- 
selves^ and from the esercite of authority 
so deposited wc may be joitified in 
exacting the happicit events. * 

J Jim n was the the third who delf. 
vercd his opinion : — " The sentiments of 
Mi:o\tivzL's," he observed, " aa they 
relate to a pupular gorarnment, are un- 
rjuestionably _ wise and just: but 
front bli opinion of en oligarchy 1 
loially dissent, Supposing the three 
different forms of government, monarchy, 
democracy, and an oligarchy, aevarally 
to prevail in the greataan pcrfecliun, I am 
of opinion that monarchy rut* greatly 
the M vantage. Indeed, nothing can be 
belter than the government of so indi- 
vidual eminent for hia virtue, He will 
not only have regard to Ihe general wel. 
fare of hii subjects, but hii resolutions 



will be ciutioualy 
public enemies of the state. In an oli- 
garchy, the majority who have the care of 
the ttalc, though employed in the exercise 
of virtue for the public good, will be the 
objects of mutual envy and dislike. 
Every individual will he pnwns to emend 
hia own personal iroport*oee, from which 
will proceed faction, sedition, and blood- 
shed. The sovereign power coming by 
tlttse means to the hand* of a single 
person constitutes the strongest nlgu. 
ment to prove what form of government 
is best. Whenever the people possess 
the supreme authority, disorders ia the 
state are uni oidable: each dia. 
orden introduced in a republic do 
not separate the bad and the 
profligeie from each other ; they unite 
them in the closest bonds of connexion. 
The; who mutually injure the state 
mutually support each ether ; this evil 
exists till pome individual, assuming 
authority, suppresses the scdiiiw : he of 
course obtains popular admiration, which 
ends in bis becoming the sovereign ; and 
this again tends to prove that » monarchy 
ia of all governments, the most excellent. 
To comprehend all that can be said at 
once, to what are we indebted fur our 
liberty* Hid we derive it from the people, 
ui oligarchy, or an individual 1 For ray 
own part, aa we were certainly indebted 
to one man for freedom, I think that to 
one alone the government should be In- 
triuled. Neither can we without danger 
change the customs of our country," 

Bach were the three diBeren' opiniona 
delivered, the Utter of which waa ap. 
proved by four out of the seven. 

The history or aubeequent a gee baa 
proved that democracies and aristocracies 
terminate in the despotisms of dttAis, 
Cigsinm, NiroLPoss, and Medici. 
But history also instructs aa last abso- 
lute monarchies are apt to finish by the 
execution of a Crspi.es, the murder of a 
Pa B l, or by the deposition of a James, 
But as there must in all aocieue . be rich 
and jioor, ignorant and able people, and 
as we hare seen that in allege* of the 
word Hkbat Mes (whose appearance, 
at Oruoi says, is on* of the nereis of 
I'loridertC*,) have from time to time made 
themselves the leaders, if not the masters 
of their societies, it follows that an aristo- 
cratic class will ever eiut, and a Kitto. 
suit will nit un frequently be the object 
of aspiration, and perhaps at times attained 
hv the junction of the rabbbi with the 
dictator. Hence AnitTOYbK and other 
great lights of classic ngea contended 
that a government should embrace the 
three principles in conjunction. Tachup, 
howeeir, surmiicd that such an union oT 
forces was a consummation more 
highly to be praised than liktly tu 
exist, and Ihit it would hsv* no 
endurance if it should ever be es- 
tablished. " Cunctee national ct urhea. 
popa'u', nut priores, ant siagutj, re. 
gunt. Dele el a <x his at constitute 
reipubliea; forma, landari faciliru quint 
even ire : ret si evenit, baud diutarna 
ease potest," Have the workings of the 
Hhiish Constitution slultuW or ant the 
sagacity of Tacitu(? It ia submitted 
that ii has not. lor Tacit ci predicted 
the failure of (be three forest tm the 
supposition that they were to act 
osUayiMt/i(i,i% (a ta<\ „ihr f . Having 
no experience of auch aa union, he seems 
never to have imagined (hat they 
would act otherwise than ty eheching, 
mother words, in fighting with, aash 
other, and ni battles terminate with a 
victory and E defeat, it would follow, 
were his supposition correct, that in the 
end urn of the power* would remain the 
matter of the situation. The struggle in 
such cases would be amongst eritW 

But all constituliooal contests ia Eng- 
land have been not between rank), but 
partita ; each party containing indfvi. 
dual* of different position! in society, 
A democrat would scarcely desire 
in hi* party a stronger champion 
of Freedom than the Palricraoa, Oket, 
and Chatham ; while no aristocrat or 
monarch could be supported by stouter 
adrocate* of order than auch Plebeians as 
Ht/ki and Sax i- ki. Joh s-on. In these 
contents both parties have ever been 
agreed that the Constitution should be 
maintained ; the res lots on either tide 
have always imputed to their adversaries 
Pa a reproach, that their measures have a 
tendency to subvert it. by exalting one 
of the force* above the other in en ordi- 
nate principles. The reason why the 
Constitution (which, ra pettant. date* not 
from tho Conquest, but from BonitT, and 
ha* altered not in its form or substance, 
but only in it* working,) ha* endured, 
contrary to the prediction of Tacitus, for 
more than 1000 years, is, that it* eompo. 
nent forces have been blended, and by 
their fuaion have constituted one har- 
monious poirer. The Knglish common. 
Wealth is Constituted by three forces, not 
rf l"! - 1 1 ^ tj i l ts t t0 F but bitQ'fi cr Ate \^ a}Lo&d.«^d 
with each other, in the manner which 
C'ttEso considered to be the perfection of 
a political tincture. " Sutuo ease 
opumo cona titutam rempublicam qUP tx 
tabus generibu* illis, regeli, optimo, et 
popular!, modiit cunfuta." 

The ttegal is blended with the demo, 
cratic power, because Ihe political 
functions or the monarch are discharged 
by his ministers, who are virtually 
chosen by the people. The latter never 
now, aa of yore, i^Mrorw their sovereign, 
but at an equivalent sing " God save the 
King" and ehmg? Mt wtimmUrt. The 
I'eerlgc ii attached lo the Monarch by 
the splendour of their social poiilion and 
from his being the fountain of their 
grandeur. The Noble* affiliate with the 
Commons, as it is tha body from which 
themselves or their ancestors have sprung, 
to wLich their children de*<v>jd, and by 
which their own order v* re.inforced. 
The Common* reciprocate the Nobility 
in their friendly senti' lent*, a* each com- 
moner regards the rjeerage at a body of 
which himself or hn posterity may grow 
a portion. The keyaton* of the fabric is 
manifestly the hereditary principle of the 
peerage. For the fee simple of the 
title it that which nukes tha acqi ' 
of the honour to desirable to aspiring 
are careful to 



institution which, perchance may dignify 
themselves. The hereditary titles of ita 
members inspire confidence is the legisla- 
tion er tb* nobility, as they will be 
careful not to perd the inheritance of 
their poiteriiy by acting unjustly to the 
people. The hereditary quality, mors, 
over, by keeping on* ton in the peerage, 



while tho other* descend into the com- 
monalty, is that which connect*, a* in a 
family, the \ wo orders of the subject. By 
lh.ii quality, the peerage, being for the 
moat part lelf-exiitctu, is relieved from 
lh* subserviency to tbe Crown, and from 

monarch, moreover, will hesitate for n 
temporary purpose to create a noble, 
whose posterity ha may be reluctant to 
entail on his successors in the sovereignty. 
By reason of this hereditary incident, a 
peer wdl fear to legislate for the pear) Id 
with an injustice, which would inevitably 
recoil on his descendants in the peerage, 
The Commons will ever support an in- 
stitution which affords a prospect of dis- 
tinction to their members, and or Im. 
mortality to their names. By choosing 
its minister*, the people are secured 
againat tht oppression of the Crown ; by 
their endurance of Ihe eri* ocracy, they 
are saved from their own precipitate 
legislation; by tbe tenderness of Ihe 
nobles for their own descendants, the 
community is protected from permanent 
obstruciivencss. The hereditary peerage 
is therefore the essence or the British 
Constitution. I will not assert that 
A i.i-.f. ksos Sinxiv was altogether correct 
when he observed, " If I should under- 
take to uy there never wui a good go- 
vernment in the world that did not con- 
sist of tbe three simple species of mon- 
archy, aristocracy, and democracy, I 
think I might make it good;" but this 
f do tay, that tlio British It 
the boat Constitution that ha* ever 
yet existed ; that it liai lasted longer 
than any other polity : that It has en- 
dured fur one thousand years ; tint ih 
jfuulA ii oVuw iMi'.'v renewed ; (hat 

under God'* blessing it will endure until 
the crack of doom : that it is the only 
government that will endure ; and that it 
il applicable to all countries ivhcre lome 
men are wiser, stronger, and richer, than 
their neighbours, and where men are 
permitted to accumulate rreb.es and leave 
them to whom they nlease- 

One ward *j to titles. It is very easy 
for people who have no chance of rising 
in society to affect lo despia* distinctions 
which have been considered to add lustre 
lo lh* achievements' of Wclliaotoh and 
Nelson, to tho talentt of Lvmihiuhst and 
of Brougham. Political arrangements 
must be concerted with reference to 
humr-d passions and local sympathies, 
The English love distinctions. I defy 
any one to contradict rnc when 1 assert, 
that in every British society, and mart 
ttpteiaUg a-asoM» Mi lenrtird pundit* of 
Oifurd W c/'OsiaoW^e, the smallest 
baronet will be received with 
mere emotion than an Astronomer 
Royal, though an Aim v.-or a 
Hegiua Professor, even should he be a 
Poaaop. ■'Some honorary appellation 
might be attached," aayt one even of 
the Constitution Committee in the pro- 
posal of hi* scheme, " to add to the 
social distinction, ind encourage a season- 
able ambition for ita acquirement/' 

In conclusion, Sir, allow me to invoke 
the great authority of GliiuoK.— "The 
distinction of ranks and ptrtam is the 
firmest basis of a mixed and limited 
government. In France the remains of 
liberty are kept alive by tb* ppiril, the 
honors, and even tbe prejudices of 
fifty thousand nablci. Two hundred 
families supply in lineal descent tho 
second branch of the English legislature, 
which raeintaina between tho King and 
Commons ihe balance of thf Constitu- 
tion. A gradation or patricians and ple- 
beians, of Btrar-gera and of subject*, bus 
supported Ihe aristocracy of Genoa, 
Venice, and ancient Rome. The perfect 
equality of men ii the point it which the 
extremes of democracy and despotism are 
confounded, since the majesty of tbe 
prince or people would be offended if 
any heads were exalted above the level 
of their fcllow-tlavea or fellow-citizens. 
In the decline of the iceman ffmnire, the 
proud distinctions of the Republic were 
gradually abolishsd, and tho reason or 
instinct of Jusnm a* completed the aim- 
pie form of an absolute monarchy,"
